Assassination 


OW Hesketh Pearson unveils the private 
N Mussolini, a weird little Italian Napoleon, 
frightened of assassination. 

“Napoleon has a jot to answer for, Think of 
the troop of little Bonapartes who have crossed 
the Buropean stage 
since his time—men 
who have tried, hard 
to copy him and 
who have only suc 
ceeded in copying his 
mistakes.” he says. 

Another little Bon- 
aparte is now loose 
in Burope. But he's 
an anachronism—in 
Rurope South 
America is the place 
for a man of bis tem- 
perament. Guate 
maia is his spiritual 
home. There he 
a could resort to all 
Mussolini those theatrical 
tricks anu picturesque gestures that never fail 
to bring down the nouse. 

He could alternate, with immense dramatic 
effect, the dual roles of “strong, silent man” and 
“violent, voluble man.” He could indulge his 
chief hobby—the careful timing of bolts from the 
blue He could bestride his toy-empire like a 
Colossus, and no one would be a penny the worse 
for it~except the other would-be Colossuses! 

Signor Mussolini has several bolts ap his 
sleeve, which he will probably time when the 
larger nations are too busy wrangling with one 
another to pay much attention to him. For the 
benefit of any smal) nation that may be the 
victim of a future Mussolini bolt, | have thought 
put a suitable reply to his probable demands: 
*My dear fellow, you shall have as many salutes 
fom as many guns as there are in this country 
“pop guns included—and we wil! command the 
whole of our population to wear waistcoats 
made of the Italian national colors and to eat 
paghetti until they die of tndigestion!” This 
Should prevent further friction. 

Sad to relate. the Italian dictator is a bumor- 
less fellow. By nature sad and pensive, when 
mot acting he is usually dreeming. 

Once, when his presence and advice were ur- 
gently needed, he refused to do anything until 


he had finished a novel in which be was im- 
mersed. But that was probably a pose, like 
Drake’s game of bowls, adopted for the sole 


object of allaying panic. 

There are two distinct Mussolinis. The Mus- 
solini who appears outside his own sanctum. 
whether on the platform or at a cabinet meeting, 
never opens his mouth until his mind is made 
up. He listens to others taiking for an hour at 
a time, and when they have talked themselves 
out he sammarily disposes of the matter under 
discussion in a few even sentences, uttered in a 
silken voice. 

But ther 
known by his intimates 
man talks and argues with 
for hours together. The siikep manner drops 
and the voice becomes harsh as it rises and 
falls He is full of doubts and questionings aud 
he needs the positive assertion of others to 
make wim feel comfortable. He longs to be 
popular, and, sometimes, he is haunted by the 
thought of assassination. 

In a word, the public Mussolini is a poseur, 
who manages fairly effectually to scare the 
harassed diplomats and panic-stricken politicians 
o1 Burop: 

Little do they realize that, alone in bis sanc- 
tum. he sometimes trembles at the possible con- 
sequences of his own actions und requires more 
than the reiterated assurances of his companions 
to bring balm to his soul.

NGLAND has lost ite wittiest Judge, At the 
E. ace of 73, Rieht Hon. Sir Charles Darling 

has resigned his office. 

There will be no more “Darling cases.” From 
the lord chancelor down to the ushers of the 
court, a state of mourning prevails, Fer his 
lordship added more to the galety of the nation 


by his brilliant wit than any contemporary 
judge. He was also a great lawyer, and his 
decisions were rarely upset by the court of 


appeal. 
As a judge, Sir Charles liked “hi man” caser, 
and he generally managed to get them, Hence 
the “lauchter tn court” with which his name ts 
associated. The public looked forward to and 
enjoyed a “Darling case” quite as much as the 
witty judge himself.
